-{ Important Cattle Decision. 


- The case Foore vs. Van Rog- 
gan, from Stettler, dealing with 
the responsibility of people to 
whom are entrusted the care of 
cattle for feeding purposes is ‘of 
vital interest to farmers. The 
case was tried before Judge Beck 
attne Court a few weeks ago, 
Judgement being reserved tnen. 

The plaintiff claimed the value 
of some thirteen head of cattle 
which he had delivered to the 
defendant Van Roggen under a 
verbal agreement that the De- 
fendant should’ water and feed 


| them during the winter. months 


for $1.00 per head per month. 
Early in the spring the plaintiff 
demanded his ‘cattle and Van 


| Roggan informed him that they 


were lost. The defendant claimed 
in the trial that the cattle had 
been fraudulently driven away 
from his homestead. Counsel 
for defence contended that under. 
the contract the Defendant was 
bound only to feed and water the 
cattle and not to take care of 
them generally. Counsel for 
the Plaintiff contended that the 
defendant was a bailee for ‘ire 
and was’ responsible for any 
negligence resulting in loss to 
the Plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice Beck has now 
handed out judgment in the case 
which is as follows: 

“‘T hold the contract to be an 
ordinary one for the agistment of 
cattle. In such cases the agister 


only for ordinary negligence and 
that burden of proof of negli- 
gence is on the owner of thecattle. 
I find on the evidence that the 
Defendant was guilty of negli- 
gence in the care of the cattle 
at- least to the extent of not. 
lookit g for'them when they had 
disappeared fram his farm for 
some length of time. Eleven 
head were given him for agist- 
ment, Ivalue them 3'cows at 
$30 a head, 8 steers at $25 making 
$290 as on the 8th of May, 1907 
when the defendant would have 
in the ordinary course been 
called upon forthem. From this 
I deduct what would have been 
the Defendant’s bill for agist- 
ment i.e. at $1.00 per head 
per month for 4 months, 
making $44.00 and leaving $246. 
I give judgement for the plain-: 
tiff for this amount with costs. 
Corbet L. Durie for plaintiff, 
H. T. Harding for Defendant. —

During the debate on the ad- 
dress some sharp discussions 
took place. Mr. Clements, of 
Kent, Conservative, has paid 
much attention to Fisher’s meat 
inspection act. One regulation 
respecting hogs, compels the far- 
mers who raise hogs and sell to 
the packers, either to sell. hogs 
alive or else deliver them with 
the heart, gullet, liver, lights and 
other organs attached. Kent is 
a great hog. raising district and 
many farmers there prefer to 
slaughter their own hogs They 
compiain that the regulations are 
vexatious -and damaging. Re- 
cently Mr. Fisher and half a 
dozen liberal politicans went to 
Chattam and held a meeting in 
defence of the regulations. The 
minister had a hot time at that 
gathering. 

Clement was called to order 
by the speaker for saying that 
the farmers at the Chatham 
meeting.called Fisher ‘‘an ass 
and an idiot.” Clement said he 
was only repeating the Chatham 
statements but that if required by 
the rules he would withdraw 
them. 

Clement went on to critize the 

agricultural policy of the govern- 
ment in detail from the stand- 
pointof the farmers. He claimed 
to be a more .experienced and 
better qualified farmer than 
Fisher. 
' This speecn brought Fisher to 
his feet in‘a characteristically 
long and involved reply, con- 
tending that the regulations con- 
cerning the vital organs of hogs 
were necessary to determine 
whether the animals were free 
from disease. In conclusion 
however, Fisher explained that 
he had = modified’. the. regu- 
lations to meet the views of the 
people of Kent by providing for 
inspection at the points of ship- 
ment. 


HYMAN’S SALARY. 

Replying to questions Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier said Mr. Hyman 
had given up the active control 
of his department on December 
4th, 1906. He has reconsidered 
and withdrawn his resignation 
offersd before that time, but in 
the spring of this year had 
written the premier, stating that 
his health was not improved 
and that he must finally resign. 
Laurier signified acceptance and 
on his return to Canaia proceeded 
to give effect to it. He returned 
to Ottawa on July 22nd, but his 
excellency was absent. On the 
governor general’s return the 
retirement of Hyman was com- 
pleted. His successor was ap- 
pointed Augdst 29th and Mr. 
Hyman’s salary at a rate of 
$7,000 a year was paid to that

The Conncil met Thursday evening, 
all the members present, Mayor Gaetz 
in the chair. The Secretary-Treas.

W, J. McNamara, Wetaskiwin,asked 
for a copy of the town agreement with 
the Western General Electric Co. 

Osler, Hammond & Nanton, Winni- 
peg, wrote that they were putting 
through: a transfer in favor of, the 
town of Red Deer for lots 5, 6 and 7, 
block 23, and lots 8, 9, [8 and 19, block 
2t, in consideration of the draining of 
the old creek. : 

Considerable indecisive correspond- 
ence in regard to debentures and 
Reinholt claims were read.

the end of the debenture period; con- 
firming the sewer bylaw, and author- 
izing by laws for imposing local im- 
provement rates on the property ben- 
efited by the sewers; providing for 
the imposition of a special frontage 
rate per foot in place of a rate on the 
dollar according to the assessed value; 
providing that commissioners may be 
appointed or removed from office by a 
mujority of the councillors; and such 
other amendments to the town act as 
muy be necessary or expedient in the 
interest of the town.

If n man gave uphis busi- 
nest to devote himself to municipal 
work, there should ba some prospect 
of continuity on good behaviour, and 
this would not be secured by popular 
election. 

Councillor McKee was informed that 
the Western General were being paid 
bout $2,000 a year for the town pump- 
ing while it would cost thetown about 
$1,000 a year, the Mayor thought, to 
do itindependently. If they had an- 
other pump, and the electric light 
station building was fireproof, that is, 
built of stone, cement and metal, it 
would make a difference in the town 
rates of insurance of 25 per cent. 

FIAE AND-WATER,. 

Councillor Bottarill presented the 
fire, water and light report, recom- 
mending that Chicf Meeres be given 
six weeks leave of absence, Mi® Reuben 
Gee to supply his place at the same 
salary, and that. the Council, pay the 
vost of Chief Mecere’s stopoiTs at Lon- 
don and Winnipeg to inspect the hook 
and ladder trficks offered at these 
places. That the Fire Brigade be 
allowed to tap the iain to bring the 
water to the rink at their own ex- 
pense, and the amount to be charged 
vor water be on a similar basis as Ed- 
monton and Calgary.

| ‘THE REINHOLT SEWER. CLAIMS. 


Chairman Gaetz submitted the sew- 
erage committee report, showing the 
meetings of the Committee and Coun- 
cil to deal with Mr. Reinholt’s ¢élaim. 
The Mayor and Councillor Stephenson 
went into Mr. Reinholt’s accounts,and 
reported that, while there were some 
inaccuracies, they were rersonably 
satisfied that the account represented 
his outlay fairly correctly with the 
exception of hisaccount for team work 
which appeared to have been charged 
twice. The Committee agreed to make 
Mr. Reinholt an offer of $8,159 above
